Dissatisfied with the verdict of justi- 
fiable homicide that was returned by 
the coroner's jury in favor of W. 
Carhart for the slaying of James Calla- 
way early’ Wednesday morning, Major 
Frank Callaway. brother of the dead 
society man, is urging the police to 
make a rigid investigation. 

“Weare not going to drop this case 
with the verdict of the coroner's Yury,” 
gaid Major Callaway. “We are going 
. to the bottom of it and find what there 
is behind it. Not only-do we feel that 
we should take this course, but it is 
something anyone else would do under 
similar circumstances. It's a mystery 
that needs solving—for a mystery, in- 
deed, it is." 

Mr. Callaway did not 
whether or not he and his. 
tives would urge a grand jury indict- 
ment of the man who was freed by a 
coroner's verdict. He did state, how- 
ever, that there were no prospects of a 
criminal warrant as was” reported 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Stigma on Name. ‘ 

“A stigma has been put upon the 
name of my dead brother,” Major CaHa- 
way said. “The police have assured 

-me that they will do all in thelr power 
to probe the mystery.” 

Detectives John Starnes Pat- 
rick Campbell, star men of Chief Lan- 
ford's staff, have been detailed on the 
Goldsmith apartment tragedy. 

Mrs. Carhart, garbed in black, wear- 
ing a heavy’veil, came in her limousine 
to the Patterson undertaking establish- 
ment during the inquest Wednesday 
morning. She showed signs of the ner- 
vous collapse she suffered the previous 
midnight over the shooting. While the 
inquest was under way 
another room in the Patterson 
taking establishment. She was 
called as a witness, however. 

Suffers Nervous Breakdown. 

She suffered another nervous break- 
upon returning to her home in 
which the tragedy had been enacted. 
Her husband, too, suffered from the 
effects of the shock, While testifying 
to his fitteen years’ acquaintance with 
the young man he had slain, he broke 
into tears before the coroner, 
ine some time to regain composure.

Berlin, December 
to London.)—With one dissenting vote, 
that of Herr Liebknecht, socialist, the 
reichstag today voted a new war credit

REBEL LEADER DE WEI

After Pledging Loyalty to 
Great Britain, De Wet Tried 
to Raise a Rebellion. 


| London, December 3.—(1:02 a. m.)— 
General Christian De Wet, leader of 
the rebellion in the Union of South 
Afric has been captured, according 
to a Pretoria official dispatch to the 
Reuters. 


General Christian De Wet rose to 
fame as commander-in-chief of the Or- 
ange Free State forces in the South Af- 
rican war. Starting as a burgher in 
the Heilbron commando, he later was 
appointed-commandant at Ladysmith 
and was sent to relieve General Conje 
as second in command. When Gener- 
al Conje surrendered, De Wet was made 
commander-in-ehlef. 

Hie was ane of the signatories of the 
peace conference after the war and 
inter was minister of agriculture in the 
Orange River colony. 

General De Wet, 
of the war, offered a corps of South 
African Scouts to Lord Kitchener. 
Later he protested against the action of 
the Union of South Africa in fighting 
the Germans and took the field against 
the British forces 

General De Wet several times has 
been reported as meeting with reverses 
fand once as having been wounded. One 
of his sons was killed in the fighting 
‘and two sons are said to have surren-

London, December 2.—Belgrade, un-

| had evacuated the city. 

| Thus, on the sixty-sixth anniversary 
‘of the reign of Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph, who again is reported seriously 
ill, and four months after the outbreak 
of the war, his generals report one of 
the most important successes they 
have obtained.

All agree 
that losses have been heavy and that 
the battle still is undeoided, as it prob- 
ably will be for some days. 

For a moment, the allies are some- 
what disappointed that the realization of 
a great Russian victory is denied them. 
They take some consolation in that the 
German attempt to pierce the Russian 
lines has failed, and that, suffering 
from heavy losses, the Germans are 
compelled to weaken their armies else- 
where.

Petrograd, December 2.—The official 
Statement issued from general head- 
quarters tonight says: 

“On December 1 there was a relative 
lull on all the fronts. In the region of 
Lowicz the action continued, but with 
less intensity. 

“Towards midnight the enemy, 
marching in compact columns, made a 
fierce attack against our positions 
north of Lodz, but was repulsed.”

States navy by Rear Admiral Joseph 
Straus, chief of the ordnance bureau, 
in his annual report today to Secretary 
Daniels. <All battleships, except the 
two datest dreadnaughts, armored 
cruisers of the Tennessee class, scout 
cruisers and the older destroyers, the 
admiral says, are equipped with a 
“short range torpedo which may be 
considered obsolete for the battle 
fleet.”’ 

Since the battleships Nevada and 
Oklahoma were designed, however, all 
new vessels have been provided with 
the modern torpedo and as rapidly as 
possible the equipment of older ships 
is ‘being changed. 

Admiral Straus thinks improvement 
of officers and men 
who handle this branch of the navy’s 
work has not even kept pace with the 
slow development of material. 

“The bureau is of the opinion,” he 
reports, “that the torpedo material has 
developed much more rapidly than the 
torpedo personnel.” 

In the face of renewed agitation for 
an exterior explosive the admiral re- 
iterates his firm faith in the armor- 
piercing explosive.

ITALIAN PARLIAMENT 
REASSEMBLES TODAY 


Rome, December 2.—The Italian par- 
liament will reassemble tomorrow and 
its deliberations are awaited with anx- 
iety as this is considered the gravest 
moment for Italy since its unification. 
Four hundred and fifty deputies and 300 
senators are in Rome to attend the 
session. 

Premier Salandra, presenting the new 
cabinet, will make a statement  con- 
cerning the ministerial policy. It will 
deal with Italy’s attitude towards the 
war and the premier will explain the 
reasons that actuate the government 
in maintaining “armed and watchful 
neutrality.” 

The statement will contain an an- 
nouncement of military and naval prep- 
arations. for which almost $200,000,000 
has been appropriated and also of steps 
taken to alleviate suffering of the un- 
employed.

EXPOUNDED 10 SCHWAB 


Bryan Wants to Know if Steel 
Master Intends to Build 
Boats for Belligerents. 


‘Washington, December 2.—The United 


} States government today formally in- 


quired of the Bethlehem Steel company 
if the firm intended to construct sub- 
marines for use by European bel- 
ligerents. 

Charles: M. Schwab, president of the 
company, and other officials of the 
concern, in response to am invitation 
from the state department, explanied 
orally their position and agreed to sub- 
mit it in writing in a few days. In the 
meantime neither they nor the state 
department officials would disclose the 
extent of the company’s activities. 

Question Under Consideration, 

The question under consideration is 
how far American firms may go in the 
manufacture of materials for use in 
the construction of war craft without 
violating United States neutrality laws. 

Although the export of arms and 
ammunition, horses, motor. trucks, 
shells and even large guns is not pro- 
hibited and a netural is not obligated 
by international law to prevent their 
shipment, a different attitude is as- 
sumed in law toward the building or 
equipping of a foreign warship on 
neutral territory. 

According to high officials, the point 
which will decide the Washington gov- 
ernment’s position will be a determi- 
nation of the stage at which materials 
to be used in the building of a vessel 
are delivered to a belligerent. They 
would not comment on where the line 
of demarcation would be put. It was 
generally believed, poe ere. the ship- 
ment at one time of all the parts of a 
vessel, evén though in separate car- 
gos, probably would be disapproved. 

On the other hand, shipment of cer- 
tain parts as soon as manufactured 
from which  belligerents might con- 
struct submarines abroad, it was 
thought, would be-regarded as a pure- 
ly commercial transaction not dissimi- 
liar to the export of other war ma- 
terials subject to seizure as absolute 
contraband on the high seas. 

Under United States Laws. 


Under the-laws of the United States 
it is a misdemeanor to fit out or arm 
any vessel if it is to be émployed in 
the service of any belligerent nation 
with which this country is at peace. 
Similarly The Hague convention of 
1907, ratified by the United States, 
says: 

“A neutral government is bound 
use diligence to prevent the departure 
from its jurisdiction of any vessel des- 
tined to cruise or take part in hostile 
operations and which shall have been 
adapted, wholly or in part, to warlike 
use within euch jurisdiction.” 

In the last part of this article re- 
ferring to the departure of “any ves- 
sel” which shall have been “adapted, 
wholly or in part,” will the ruling of 
the American government be based in 
the present case. 

During the Russo-Japanese war 
however, an American firm built the 
parts of several submarines, consigned 
them to its own agency in Russia, and 
then sold them to the Russian govern- 
ment. Although the transaction was 
kept secret until the shipment was 
concluded, it was generally held at that 
time that nd law had been violated.

Four hundred eager boys and girls 
of the Corn, Pig and Canning clubs of 
reorgia packed in to the Chamber of 
Commerce auditorium last night.

J. EK. Downing, state agent for the Pig 
clubs, a large number of which were 
pictures showing two pigs of the same 
litter, one raised by a Corn club boy and 
one by his father, the one raised by the 
boy being actually five or six times as 
big as his father's. 

The speakers were introduced by +H. 
G. Hastings, the well-known seed man, 
who declared,as did the other speak- 
ers that followed him, that “so long 
as you base credit on cotton and the 
men in the city put it up 
collateral, you are going to have cotton 
crises.”

“The thing for you to do is to work 
out your own salvation. The merchants 
are the very ones who have been the 
cause of farmers raising as much cotton 
as they do The first question they 
ask when the farmer comes to borrow 
money is ‘how many acres have you 
planted in cotton?’ 

“But, boys, don’t get the one crop 
idea. -They tell vou that you ought to 
diversify, and you knew that before 
thev ever told you.” 

In the address of Dr. A. L. Hirleman, 
of Athens, Ga., in charge of the work 
of eradication of hog cholera, he stated 
that there is absolutely no cure for hog 
cholera and that the farmers of Geor- 
gia had as well realize it.

To Our Mayor 


The Honorable J ames G. Woodward, 
Mayor of the City of Atlanta. 


Dear Sir:—We gladly accept your word, 
when you say: 


. Some people —shout out that I am trying 
to get Chief Beavers fired and restore the re- 
stricted district, but that is all foolishness. 


‘‘T have never taken the position that the 
district should be restored, but I have taken 
the position that. the Police should be forced to 
give adequate protection to women and young 
girls who are on the street after dark.’’ 


We are gratified at this. 


Surely you will agree with us that this 
protection should not be confined to the streets 
after dark. 


THE ORDINANCE REQUIRING BOARD- 
ING HOUSE AND HOTEL KEEPERS to get 
a license from Council had for its chief object 
this, namely, to protect women and girls from 
worse than death in places masquerading as 
hotels or boarding houses. WILL YOU NOT 
PERSUADE THE POLICE COMMITTEE OF 
COUNCIL APPOINTED BY YOU TO STOP 
LICENSING KNOWN LAW- BREAKERS? 
They hamper the Police Force. 


And to have a girl point to Atlanta’s license 
as the cause of her ruin would be unbearable. 


But women need even more protection than 
that given to them on the streets and in hotels 
and boarding houses. 


The man who recently slashed with a razor 
the woman who refused to tell him the where- 
abouts of his wife was drunk. The burglar sen- 
tenced to ten years for breaking into the Wick- 
ersham home bought the liquor which crazed 
his brain, he says, at THE METROPOLITAN 
CLUB. His wife and children are wards of 
charity today. And the boy shot and killed 
at the door of THE OWLS’ CLUB week before 
last had a mother. A dispute over the payment 
for a round of drinks unlawfully sold under a 
license granted by Council to law-breakers cost 
him his life. 

The one found dead of a pistol bullet in the 
streets last week had been drinking.

The County Policeman murdered last week 
was only another bit of the ghastly fruit of the 
willful and continued attacks upon men for 
doing their duty.

Rate Exorbitant, Says Turner. 

City £lectrician Turner asserts that 
since 1911. the gross earnings. of the 
Atlanta Gas Light company amounted 
to a grand total of $1,141,107.13. 

He declared that if the city had taken 
up the fight when he urged it three 
years ago, the Atlanta Gas Light com- 
pany would have been forced to cut 
its rate and the consumers of Atl ita 
would have saved. $228,221 by hav.ng 
their gas ‘bills cut down 20 per cent, 

Members of council’s.committee, who 
have been investigating Atlanta’s gas 
rate, announced Wednesday that the 
committee will invite President Preston 
Arkwright, of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company, and President George 
Brine, of the Atlanta Gas Light com- 
pany, to attend a meeting of the com- 
mittee Friday night. 

The committee will present to the 
officials of both companies\the data 
gathered from other cities, and will 
urge the company to make a voluntary 
ceduction. 

President Arkwright declared Wed- 
nesday night that he had nothing to 
say anent the probe of the gas rate 
by the committee and intimated ‘that 
the company has no intention of mak- 
ing a voluntary reduction. 

“The rumor that the company would 
make a reduction must have emanated 
from persons who don’t Know what 
they are talking about,” President 
Arkwright said. 

Up to Railroad Commission. 

If the Atlanta Gas Light company 
refuses to make a reduction the ques- 
tion will be brought to the attention 
of the Georgia railroad commission. 

City Electrician Turner says that he 
is gome to advocate the establish- 
ment of a municipal gas plant in At- 
lanta. He says that the city of Rich- 
mond owns a plant which is now 
$1,213,000. The Etichmond 
has been in operation sixty-two 
years. It gives the people a rate of 
90 cents. 

“It is

ridiculous to assume that the 
Gas Light company is going 
to voluntarily reduce its rate,’’ Turner 
“The city must force the com- 
pany to deal squarely with the people, 
otherwise it will continue to squeeze 
dimes, dollars and quarters through its 
meters.

PRACTICAL CHURCH HELP. 

It is indeed the spirit of the. Christian 
religion that characterizes the resolutions of 
the Baptist ministers of Atlanta, published 
elsewhere on this page. 

Representing all the churches in this dis- 
trict, the pastors take the view that the 
church should extend practical as well as 
spiritual aid; that its members, its influence, 
its very temple should be consecrated to the 
alleviation of human need and human 
emergency.

A DANGEROUS JUNGLE. 


The Constitution publishes today a com- 
munication from L. A. Niven, editor of the 
local Orange Judd farming publication, that 
ought to inspire a good deal of honest heart- 
searching among both the business men and 
the farmers of all the cotton belt states. His 
card grows out of the discussion that has 
been raging in The Constitution as to the 
lack of markets for home farm products, and 
the relative intrinsic values_of peavine and 
timothy hay. 

It will be remembered that commenting 
upon the contribution of Mrs. Nellie Peters 
Black, several Atlanta commission mer- 
chants took the position that peavine hay, 
grown extensively in Georgia, should not 
bring as high a market price as timothy, and 
that the Georgia farmer seemed to lack: in 
knowledge as to how to present his product. 

Mr. Niven takes issue with these gentle- 
men. He says that, balancing up the protein 
content and the carbohydrates in the two 
hays, peavine will be found an article far 
superior to timothy. He says that it should 
yield at least as good a price. 

As to these technical points, The Consti- 
tution calls for judgment. But it is by no 
means uncertain upon the focal contention 
of Mr. Niven that what is needed chiefly be- 
tween the man who sells in the city and the 
man who produces in the country is co-opera- 
tion. He breaks no bones about sounding 
the warning that unless an understanding is 
effected before the coming cotton crop is 
planted, or the diversified crops of next year 
brought forward for market, there is- going 
to be heavy loss for all concerned. For the 
farmer will have trouble in realizing on the 
diversified crops he produced in place of 
cotton and the business man will be injured 
by the slowing up that always comes when 
the farmer is in a financial impasse. 

All this may be unpalatable, but it is the 
naked, obvious truth. The south needs, as 
it has not needed since reconstruction, an 
understanding, an entente cordiale between 
its producers, its middlemen and consumers; 
a treaty of new trade relations between the 
country and the city. Ags it is now, and 
confessedly, folk seem to move around in a 
One man says that markets are plenti- 
ful for country products. Another chal- 
lenges him. Nobody knows, or seems to 
know, and we need this jungle cleared up 
and cleared up quickly. 

Heaven knows there are factors enough 
interested in this business to assure some 
of common basis. The farmer’s very 
life depends upon finding a market for his 
products, and he cannot pitch his crop until 
the certainty of finding a market for food 
crops is @stablished. The business man, and 
his credit, and the business he has long 
built up, hang upon it. The transportation 
companies are vitally concerned. The fed- 
eral and state departments of agriculture, 
the agricultural colleges ought to find a so- 
lution a part of their vocation. Surely, with 
these interlocking,and indispensable factors, 
some answer should be found to the ques- 
tion, some way out of the jungle. 

Dan Hughes, assistant state commissioner 
of agriculture, had one key to the door when 
he said we must have a central bureau of 
markets. What have become of the other 
factors militant? What say the city and 
county and state chambers of commerce, 
the farmers’ organizations and the railroads? 
Is it not imperative to find an answer to this 
riddle of markets before many more weeks 
have elapsed?

Peavine'Hay Superior 
To Timothy; Need Is . 
For More Co-operation 


President C. J. Haden, of 
State Chamber of Commerce, 


On “Market for Products” 


Editor Constitution: I was very much in- 
terested in the article entitled, “Practically 
No Market Here for Georgia Oats and Hay, 
Declare Leading Merchants,” in the Decem- 
ber 1 issue of The Constitution. 

I was rather surprised at some of the 
statements made inthis article, For in- 
stance, Mr. A. P. Morgan, of the A. P. Mor- 
gan Grain company, is quoted as saying that 
“Peavine hay usually is worth no more than 
$14 or $15 a ton, the very best qualities, 
cured carefully, seldom bringing more than 
$18 or $20 a ton.” He further says that 
“Georgia farmers want the same price 48 is 
paid for timothy hay, from $23 to $26.” 

Now, my contention in this matter is 
that the Georgia farmer has a perfect right 
to expect as much for cowpea hay as 18 
given here for timothy hay, provided, of 
course, the cowpea hay is high class in 
every respect. Timothy hay is selling in 
Atlanta today for $25 a ton wholesale. If 
timothy is worth this much, I contend that 
cowpea hay is worth at least that much, and 
to be perfectly fair about it, we are bound 
to admit that it is worth more. In food 
content timothy is one of the poorest bays 
there ig made, and we might just as well 
admit it as a fact. Yet*we keep buying this 
timothy in preference to our good home- 
grown products, just because we have got- 
ten in the habit of buying the western 
product. Now, protein is the most valuable 
part of any feed, and the analysis shows that 
timothy hay contains only 2.5 per cent pro- 
tein and cowpea hay contains 9.2; thus we 
see that, based on the protein eentent, the 
cowpea hay is worth more than three times 
as much as the timothy. Of course, this is 
figuring it only on the basis of the protein 
content. No one claims that cowpea hay 1s 
worth three times as much as timothy for 
feeding purposes, because timothy contains 
a little larger per cent of carbohydrates than 
does the cowpea hay and equally as much 
fat and dry matter. -However, those who 
have had experience in feeding both the 
timothy and cowpea hay will, I am sure, 5ay 
that cowpea hay is far better than timothy, 
provided, of course, the cowpea hay (is 45 
good quality as the timothy. 

I recognize the fact ‘that our Georgia 
farmers can’t force the wholesale dealers to 
buy their hay; I am sure that none of them 
would wish to do such a thing even though 
they could. Every time this question comes 
up the wholesale men hurl charges at the 
farmers that they want too much and they 
don’t put it up right, etc. Then, when the 
farmer has his hay, he will declare that the 
wholesale men want to buy his product at 
less than what it is tvorth. This is the trou- 
ble: what we need is co-operation and not 
scrapping between the two. I contend that 
when our wholesale dealers in the south 
have an opportunity to buy cowpea hay at 
from $18 to $20 a ton it is a far better buy 
than is timothy at $25 a ton. I don't fear 
any successful contradiction of this state- 
ment. 

Let it be understood that at any point in 
this letter where I compare the quality of 
timothy and cowpea hay, I mean that the 
quality of both are the same—that is, each 
properly cured and baled. 

; Co-Operation. 

I know full well that all the cowpea hay 
offered for sale is not of good quality, but I 
madgntain that the wholesale men haven't 
sh¢wn the co-operation they should in help- 
ing out the southern farmer in this matter. 
However, I do not claim that this is a one- 
sided question. I know the farmer hasn't 
done his part in properly curing and baling 
the hay; but he can’t do it all. The whole- 
saler must be patient with him and encour- 
age him if we are to have the proper market 
for these products. 

In the article referred to, Mr. A. C. Wool- 
ley, of A. C. Woolley & Co. says: “When 
peavine hay is properly cured it will bring 
$18 a ton, and is as good hay as timothy.” 
This statement intimates that peavine hay, 
when properly cured, ts no better than timo- 
thy, and is somewhat misleading. It is a 
well-known fact that when properly cured 
cowpea hay is far better than timothy, and 
any person who has fed the two will sub- 
stantiate my claim in this matter. 

If our farmers are to .cut their cotton 
acreage next year, they absolutely must have 
the co-operation and help of the wholesalers 
who sell grain and hay products, and unless 
they do the best thing for them is, after 
growing all the products needed on the home 
farm, to grow just as much cotton as they 
can, even though it goes as low as 8 cents 
a pound, because 3 cents a pound for cotton 
is better than nothing for hay. It is all 
very well to talk about the farmer growing 
an immense amount of hav and feeding it 
to cattle, but he can’t feed the hay to cattle 
until he gets the cattle, and if every farmer 
in Georgia should try to buy from three to 
five head of cattle, do you suppose he could 
get them if he had the money with which to 
pay for them? Not a bit of it. There are 
not enough on hand to supply the demand 
if the demand should be this great. We must 
face facts and not theories, and unless our 
own home people will co-operate with our 
farmers and help to consume the home prod- 
ucts, the southern farmer will next year 
grow so much cotton that the price will 
likely go below 4 or 6 cents a pound. 

I do not mean what I have, said to be 
taken as criticism, but Il am merely trying to 
point out what I deem to be the facts in 
the case. 

From the best information I can obtain 
there is something like 50,000 bushels of 
turnips sold in Atlanta each year, and very 
close to 90 ‘per cent of these are shipped 
here from outside of the United States. Just 
think of it! We have in Georgia a soil that 
is capable of growing anything, almost, and 
yet, nearly all of the turnips we use in 
Atlanta come from Canada. The clwim is 
that the Canadian turnips are sweéter than 
those grown at home. While, of course, 
there is something to this, I confidently be- 
lieve that if the average consumer of turnips 
realized the facts in the case he would have 
no hesitation in buying the home product, 
especially when it is likely that he can get 
this for a smaller price. 

I have discussed this matter of buying 
Georgia hay and other home products with 
various wholesale men and stablemen in At- 
lanta, and all that I have talked with agree 
that the home product can be utilized to the 
advantage of both the farmer and the con- 
sumer. Now, what we want to see is action 
—not only agree that it can be done, but 
get busy-and do it. The consumer and 
everybody, else is telling the farmer what 
he must do, that he must change his system 
of farming, he must not grow cotton, but 
must grow food products. It is now time 
for the consumers and others giving this 
advice to take a dose of their own medicine, 
change their business to such an extent that 
they will buy the home products, thereby 
helping not only the producer but them- 
selves.

Referring to the article of Mrs. Black 
in Sunday’s Constitution, and the discussion 
provoked, Charles J. Haden, president of the 
Georgia Chamber of Commerce, furniskes the 
Constitution: 

“Thanks are due to The Constitution and 
Mrs. Black for the agitation of that ex- 
tremely important problem, home markets 
for foodstuffs. It is decidedly the paramount 
economic issue of the hour. Our chamber 
has-been working on it most earnestly since 
it was organized. We are pleased to repwit 
that the leading men throughout Georgia 
are awakening to its seriousness. 

“The malady is chargeable to 
causes, and demands constitutional 
ment. In substance, it is: 

“1. That so large a proportion of the 
growers of hay, grain and truck prepare and 
assort them for market improperly, that it 
tends to discredit all home-grown products. 
Thus, Mrs. Black, like other prudent farm- 
ers, suffers from the blunders of others. The 
merchant follows the way of least resist- 
ance, 

“2. Unfortunately, the public habitually 
under-rate ‘home-made’ things. A consumer 
ina small town is predisposed to buy in 
Atlanta; the Atlanta consumer, to buy in New 
York; and the New York consumer, pursuing 
the same drift of snobbery, buys abroad. 
The newspapers can do.the public ‘a vast 
service in combatting this tendency. While 
in Indianapolis last week, the secretary of 
the Retail Merchants’ association of Indiana 
showed me how village after village in that 
state had literally dried up by the con- 
Sumers sending their money away to mail- 
order stores in the distant cities. 

“3. If the farmers and business men of 
the counties and towns would organize a 
private warehouse, cold-storage and. other 
market facilities for home-produced food- 
stuffs, planting and preparation to be stan 
dardized, it is perhaps the most direct way 
to remedy the evil. 

“In the last analysis, it is a question of 
education, here a little and there a littie, 
patiently and persistently pursued. We most 
earnestly urge the people of Georgia not to 
allow the agitation to subside.”

Crowded Condition of 
The Tenth Street School 


Editor Constitution: In your fight for re- 
lieving the school situation please bear the 
Tenth Street school in mind. We ask for an 
addition to this school and have presented 
various plans to the board of education 
which would relieve the situation—none 
costing over fifteen thousand ($15,000) dol- 
lars. This would add four rooms and an 
auditorium, which is sadly needed, as the 
monthly meetings of our association show. 

This school was built to accommodate 340 
children, and now has 567 pupils, with 28 
on the waiting list. 

In order to seat these children the coal 
room, the play rooms and gymnasium are 
used as class rooms, all being in the base- 
ment. There are no lights in this building, 
and it is really dangerous to stumble and 
feel one’s way through the dark basement. 
With all these rooms pressed into service, 
there are 150 children in school till 4 o’clock 
every afternoon. This is very objectionable 
for many reasons and should be relieved at 
the earliest possible moment. 

We have an active and interested parent- 
teacher association in this school, and as 
their president I wish to thank you for the 
stand you are taking and to assure you of 
our hearty co-operation.

As to Immigration. 


Editor Constitution: Mugh is being said 
in the daily papers relative. to the proposed 
movement to immigrate to this state thou- 
sands of Belgians. Why this movement? As 
conditions exist in Atlanta today, there are 
between fifteen and twenty thousand men 
and women out of employment; half of these 
are people from country homes; why not 
immigrate them to the country and give 
them the opportunities that are about to be 
offered to the Belgians? 

What about home charity? We were con- 
fronted about two weeks ago with the fact 
that the Associated Charities of Atlanta had 
to be closed or a certain sum of money 
raised for their continuing in business. The 
papers state there are 700,000 American 
women today banded together to work for 
the suffering women and children in Europe: 
I would not take one single thing from 
these European sufferers—but what about 
the suffering women and children in Amer- 
ica? The cities are teeming with them. 

Every paper you pick up has something 
in it about the condition of the schools of 
this state—if we cannot take care of our 
own children, what are-we going to do with 
the children of these thousands of families 
that it is proposed to immigrate here? 

It is my understanding that men who‘are 
physically fit for war cannot leave while 
the fighting is in progress—what, then, are 
we to get, old men, women and children? 
They state these people are to be put on 
farms—farming is hard work and if the peo- 
ple cannot fight, how are they going to 
farm? 

The Daughters of America is an auxili- 
ary to the Junior O. U. A. M., the object of 
which order ig the protection of American 
people, in every sense of the word, and these 
organizations will stand in a body in this 
state opposing this immigration movement 
for the reason that we believe our own home 
people should be looked after first. There is 
not sufficient money in Georgia now to 
maintain business, furnish necessary school 
facilities, etc., for the people who are al- 
ready here, and unless we were able to take 


The Holland Letter 


_ As good an authority wpon the cotton 
industry, both manufacturing and product- 
ive, as any in the United States, said, on the 
day of the opening of the cotton exchange, 
that two factors are the chief ones which 
establish the cost of production of raw cot- 
ton. One of these is the cost of the living 
and the other the market price-for fertiliz- 
ers. There are other incidental items, as, 
for instance, interest upon money invested 
or the rate exacted for loans based upon 
mortgage security. These two, however, 
are the chief ones, and these two, in his 
opinion, would this year have made it im- 
possible for cotton planters to harvest and 
put upon the market a crop at a cost of 
certainly not less than 9 cents a pound and 
possibly as much as 101-2 cents a pound. 

The cost of:production is a factor with 
which the European war and the abnormal 
market situation have nothing to do. These 
factors existed and were influential before 
the war in Europe began. 

There seems to be some difference of 
opinion among those who are regarded as 
authorities on the cotton industry as to what 
the market price of cotton would have been 
this year had there been no war in Europe 
The harvest is of almost unprecedented 
quantity, so that there seems to be likeli- 
hood that the supply would be in excess of 
the demand, which, of course, would affect 
the market price. 

But even with respect to this matter 
there is difference of opinion. The world’s 
demand for cotton appears to have been in- 
creasing relatively in sympathy with the 
increased production itself. Our own popu- 
lation is increasing so ‘rapidly that, accord- 
ing to the best estimates, we shall have a 
population by 1950 of at least 150,000,000. 
Every man, woman and child here or any- 
where else is dependent upon cotton for 
clothing and articges of domestic use. Fur- 
thermore, with the opening of the Panama 
canal to nagivation, it is probable that there 
will come a considerable demand for Amer- 
ican cotton or cotton goods in South Amer- 
ica. On the western coast of 
American continent, cotton mills have al- 
ready been established, some of them repre- 
senting investment by American capital like 
that furnished by William R. Grace & Co. 


The Cotton Situation. 


There are many phases ef the present 
cotton situation unlike any other associated 
with our national industry or our export 
trade, and it is in view of these that Festus 
J. Wade, of St. Louis, conceived and then 
worked out a plan for establishing a cotton 
pool of $135,000,000. This is a purely emer- 
—ency measure. It aims to reach and cover 
s0me of the difficulties which have been 
caused by the outbreak of the European war. 

And yet there begins to be evidence that 
the cotton manufacturing nations of Europe, 
even including Germany, are now strongly 
disposed to enter the American market, 
especially at this time when the market 
quotations for cotton are below the cost of 
production. Exports of cotton are increas- 
ing each week by many thousands of bales. 
And yet the purchase of these large cargoes 
of cotton, some of which are designed for 
Germany, can give only partial relief to the 
cotton planters of the south. 

One of the reasons which persuaded Mr. 
Wade that his plan is expedient is the cer- 
tainty that there can be no great loss to the 
planters of the south on account of their 
cotton harvest of this year without thereby 
entailing effects upon general American 
business which may to some extent retard 
the revival of general prosperity. 

On the whole, this cotton problem ts the 
most difficult—although. it is not of the im- 
mediate and pressing importance of the 
others which American financing has now 
relieved—of all the problems raised by the 
outbreak of war in Europe In some parts 
of the south thére seems to be regret that 
the New York cotton exchange is open for 
business. And yet unless some new way can 
be discovered for financing the cotton har- 
vests, present and prospective, it is inevi- 
table that the kind of dealimgs which are 
carried on upon the floor of the cotton ex- 
change will in the long run be of advantage 
to the cotton planters. 

If there is anything which has been 
taught by the experience of the cotton ex- 
change it is that whenever cotton or, in 
fact, any staple commodity sells lower in 
the open market than the cost of its pro- 
duction, it is certain speedily to recover and 
sell at a figure reasonably above the cost of 
production. That effect is inevitably pro- 
duced through the operations upon the floor 
of the cotton exchange. 

Some intimatians have come to this city 
that in certain parts of the south pressure 
is being browght to bear upon the planters 
with intent to compel them, certainly to per- 
suade them, to plant less cotton in.1915 than 
they have for some years been doing. But 
the opinion of,those who are of authority in 
the cotton exchange is that no pressure of 
that kind will be necessary. There is likely 
to be voluntary curtailment of cotton 
planting next year. What is lost in cotton 
may be made up in other agricultural prod- 
ducts, @specially corn, for it is. now known 
that several of the cotton-producing states 
of the south have in soil and climate the 
best of all qualificationg for the production 
of abundant harvest in Indian corn. With 
the present diversification of industry there 
is no danger of overproduction of this 
cereal.

A year ago, at the time when it was prac- 
tically certain that the Panama canal would 
be ready for navigation some time in 1914, 
intimations came to New York that the 
canal was in all probability to be utilized 
for carrying unbroken cargoes of grain, 
principally wheat, from our Pacifie coast 
and Brithish North America to Europe It 
was the understanding in Canada that a 
considerable portion of the wheat raised in 
her northwestern wheat region would be 
shipped from Vancouver,to Europe by ves- 
sels which would pass through the Panama 
canal. This was understood to be one of 
the reasong why the Cunard company ab- 
sorbed one of the leading steamship com- 
panies of Great Britain. ? 

Already there has been justification of 
this prediction. From the Pacific coast there 
have been cargoes of grain of all kinds ag- 
gregating considerably more than $6,000,000 
carried within a few weeks in a large num- 
ber of steamers whose ultimate destination 
was some one of the European ports, prin- 
cipally Liverpool. This is only a beginning. 
(;rain from the Pacific coast of North Amer- 
ica, sugar from Hawaii and nitrates from 
Chili are,to make Up the greater part of the 
commerce which passes through the Panama 
canal the first year of its operation.

NV HEALTH CAMPAIGNS 


Moree Says Health Advocates 
Must Recognize Newspapers 
Have Space to Sell. 


Jacksonville, Fla.. December 2.—The 
Value of publicity in campaigns for 
the promotion of the pwhlic health was 
@mphasized here tonight by Edward A. 
Moree, of New York, addressing the 
forty-second annual convention of the 
Ameérican Public Health association. 
Newspaper advertising was especially 
commended. : 

“I have no sympathy- with the adver- 
tising quack and I believe-—as a form- 
er newspaperman—that a properly con- 
ceived public policy would exclude ad- 
vertising of harmful patent medicines,” 
said Mr. Moree, who is engaged in pub 
lic health work. “But I also believe 
our criticisms would come with better 
Brace and more force if we recognized 
that newspapers had space to sell and 
that advertising space was their chief 
source of income.” : 

The speaker did not advocate per- 
£onal advertising by physicians, but he 
believed it to be both necessary and 
desirable in health campaigns of gen- 
€ral interest.

YOUNG SHUGRUE PROVES |

Lightweight Champion Is Out- 
fought and Outboxed in 
8 of 10 Rounds.

New York, December 2.—Young 
Shugrue, the Jersey City lightweight, 
outpointed Freddie Welsh, of England, 
the world’s champion lightweight, in 
a ten-round .bout at Madison Square 
Garden tonight. 

Shugrue outfought and outboxed 
Welsh in eight of thre ten rounds. The 
third round was even, while Welsh 
had the better of the seventh. 

By agreement both boxers weighed-in 
at 3 o’clock this afternoon at 133% 
pounds. They were allowed 135 at 
that time. Tonight at the ringside 
the English boxer weighed 134%. while 
the American tipped the beam at 137%. 

It was the story of the fighter 
against the boxer, with the fighter 
having the better of it. Shugrue was 
the aggressor, tearing into Welsh’s 
body with both hands. Welsh used 
jabbine tactics, and at times held on, 
while Shugrue, when both arms were 
free, sent in short-arm jolts to the 
face and body and at the\énd of the 
second had cut Welsh’s right eye. The 
third was even, Welsh sending hard 
lef¥s and rights to the face. 

Shugrue forced the fighting in the 
next three rounds. In the fourth he 
punished Welsh on the body, and sent 
the Englishman’s head back with a 
hard straight left in the fifth. Welsh 
jabbed and side-stepped in the sixth, 
but Shugrue was on top continually. 

Welsh’s best work came in the sev- 
enth, when he landed a stinging left to 
the face and followed with a hard right.

U. S. WILL NOT PENALIZE 
LATE WAR TAX RETURNS 


The internal revenue department at 
Washington has ordered that the late 
applications of persons, who can show 
that they were hindered by the rush in 
getting in their war tax returns on 
time, will be stamped November 30. 
This departmental action has been 
taken following the fears of many per- 
sons, including some revenue officials 
themselves, that they would incur trou- 
ble by belated returns. 

The following telegram has been re- 
ceived by Internal Rvenue Collector 
Blalock, in common with other collec- 
tors: 

“Date all special tax returns No- 
vember 30, until you can handle ap- 
plications promptly, unless you 
have information that no effort has 
been made to file the same prior to 
that date. If unable to supply de- 
mands for documentary stamps for 
bills of lading permit shipments to 
go forward, have record kept and 
affix or cancel stamps when re- 
ceived. Notify railroads.” 

As an aid to the railroads the gov- 
ernment has authorized collectors to 
permit shipments to go forward,#keep- 
ing a record of them, and -then later, 
when stamps are on hand, affix them to 
the bills of lading. -The heavy de- 
mand for the stamps is shown by the 
fact that practically every article in a 
drugstore must be stamped. Certifi- 
cates issued by officers of a state in 
the interest of that state are not sub- 
ject to the war tax.
